6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-12 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious in X- 

ray imaging systems for digital radiography, an apparatus for the automatic detection of 
the start of irradiation comprising a control unit, controlling the operating modes of an X- 
ray imager and providing: IBM (Initial Blemishes Mapping); SRC (Standby Readout 
Cycle); XDU (X-ray Detection Unit); TSU (Temperature Simulation Unit); processing the 
output of the SRC function by the TSU function, in order to provide a simulated value of 
a device temperature and a correction of a first Threshold Reference (TH1); and 
processing the output of the SRC function by the XDU function as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion
